STILL FURTHER REDUCTION IM VALUES 


Heavy Falling Off in Gold Exports— 


The Flood of Money from the 


Interior to New York Banks 


Still Continues. 


NEW YOBK. June 16.—R. G. Dnn A 


Co.'a weekly review of trade issued to- 
day says: 


The strike ot the bituminous coal miners 


will end Monday wherever tho authority and 
odvlco of their general organization can end it, 
and ttiero Is little mom to doubt that the coal 
famine will then beg ID to abate. But the 
agreement seems to be • angrily rejected by 
most of the miners in Ohio, and by some In 
other states, and U is in terms conditioned 
upon Its general ncceptnnce in western Penn- 
sylvania, where some oC tlie operators reject It. 
Probably looal struggles muy continue, but 
the miners will griulunUy see thnt they hiwe 
little chanco of getting move tlmn their com- 
mittee has secured. Somo time must clapso 
before supplies of fuel will enable nil worUs to 
resume that havo no other reason for suspend- 
In^ production. 
Meanwhile the demand for 


products Is so slack thiit it seems question- 
able "whether as many bands will find employ- 
ment before tho end of June as wero employed 
In April. 


The actual output of pip iron weekly, Juno I, 


was only 92,fil" tons, against 12C.73:! April 1, and 
174,020 a year ngro; but the retlucLion of 2-48,552 
tons In unsold stocks indicates that u quantity 
nearly double 'the output has been uiken for 
consumption. 


If there wore orders to continue manufacture 


at that rate, resumption of over two-thirds of 
the full capacity of work? would not be long 
delayed. But tho eastern deinund is, on the 
whole, disappointingly smiil], and In the cen- 
tral region the termination of Che colce strike 
is esbentlal, but not yet assured. At tho west 
a larger demand und greater activity appear, 
and a heavy business is likely to follow tho re- 
moval of tho obstruction 


A sale of 25,000,000 pouiulfi of Inkc coppor at 9 


cents seems to mark a new policy on the part 
of the producers, and tin is weaker with heavy 
receipts, 
Many boot and shoe shops have 


stopped, but shipments from tho east are 10 
per cent. larger Tor Juno thus fiir than lest 
year. The demand ia mainly conllnod to low- 
priced goods, and has recently been more nar- 
row for women's shoos. 


Tho woolen mills aro cloiing rn-pldly. It is

tuatlon of England, which not only saved It 
om the despotic defence, which prevented the 
ecesslty of a military life, thus giving It a chance 
or self-development. 
A significant event In the development of our 
ystera Is tho fall of Quebec, which determined 


great question of English supremacy la 


America. It decided that the English colonists 
with tholr principles of liberty anil sell-govem- 


ieut which had been slowly developing should 
o tho chief settlors of the United States. John 
Iske says the fall ot Quebec -was the most slg- 
lllcnnt event of modern history. The principles 
f liberty thus planted on American soil found 
ucrcused opportunities for growth and at the 


ne of tho Revolution had become so dear to 


he colonists that they were willing to light for 
lieni. 
AJter their success lu tho strength for prlucl-, 
ile the colonies, realizing their weakness whllo. 
emalnlng scpan^te aud Independent, begun to 
talk of consolidation. Their llrst attempt lu.thls 
Ine was a [allure. The great problem of all 
Ivlllzatlou now seemed to demand especial at- 
cntlou, "How to Insure peaceful, concerted ac- 
lou of the whole without Infringing upon' local 
and ludlvlduaUrcedom In the parts."—(FIske.) 
Old Home had gone to ono extreme of securing 
real concerted action of the wuolo but at the snc- 
rllko of local and Individual freedom In the 
jaits; nud uow the colonists lu tlielrConfedera- 
;lon went to the opposite extreme of securing 
ocal and Individual freedom In tlio parts but at 
;he sacrifice of concerted action of the whole. 


The Constitution makers found ;v mean be- 


tween these extremes und came forward with our 
irescnlconstltiitlou. liutlet us remember that 
:heso constitution-milkers did nut originate or 
:roiito the principles which they embodied lu 
their constitution. Thoy simply had the wisdom 
tud foresight to seo and clearly state tho |>olltlcal 
irlnolples which the Kngllsh race hail been de- 
veloping for past centuries. The adoption o( 
this wonderful constitution did not moiiii a per- 
tect govormnentand the Immediate removal of 
.ill perils. The course o[ development still con- 
:luued, and the American people lu defending 
their eoustltutiou aro gradually learning Its 


id value. 


Our Civil War has shown the great patriotism 


of our citizens. Many think of It as only a strug- 
gle W free the oppressed slave but It means much 
more. It determined to a great degree our fu- 
ture; It was a practical demonstration oC. the 


of onr Federal principles of govern- 


ment. "It Is not probable that another attempt 
to break vtp thu Federal Unloji lu America cun 
ever .be made with anything like au equal chnnco 
of success."—i

Eev. Abner P. Cobb, pastor of the 


Christian church at Springfield, a former 
student at the Decatur High School, 
delivered the address, which was a schol- 
arly and thoughtful discussion of "A 
luccessful Life."

man said: 


All desire success; yet all are not 


agreed as to what constitutes a success- 
ful life. Perhaps the most common view 
of^uccess is that of the acquisition of 
wealth. 
Americans are accused of wor- 


shiping the "almighty dollar." They are 
'slanderously reported" as saying: "Get 
money—honestly if you can—but get it." 
Now, even a preacher ought to toll the 
truth; and it cannot be denied that 
money is a good thing to have. It is the 
worst master, but the best servant, in 
the world. It never strikes. It never 
"talks hack." It never complains about 
the "hours of labor." It works, rain or 
shine, hot or cold, 24 hours a day, 7 days 
a week, every month, and the year round 
It is a good thing to have. I wish I hac 
some of it right now. 


But does the mere acquisition ot 


money in itself constitute a success in 
life? If so, then the miser is a success 
in life. But miser and miserable nro 
twin brothers in etymology; and the 
universal conviction is that the miser is 
a miserable man. 


Money-making may be a valuable ele 


ment in a successful life—witness Petei 
Cooper and George W. Childs—but i 
cannot of itself constitute success. 


Let us then inquire in the next place 


if the acquisition of wealth and powe 
together constitutes a successful life. I 
is well known that the love of powev ii 
as universal as is that of wealth. Powe 
rightly used is a wonderful factor in i 
successful life—e. g., Lincoln freeing tin
